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UNIFORM TRAFFIC LAWS 


THERE are obvious advantages, not to say needed ones, in the 
* 
proposed model municipal traffic ordinance approved by a 


conference on street and highway traffic held in Washington. 


By substituting uniform regulations for the present widely 


varying laws encountered on any extensive journey such a law 
would be of help not only to the motorist in avoiding violations 
because of ignorance but there is reasonable ground to believe 
that it would prove important in preventing accidents—the 
main purpose of all traffic laws. 


Different cities have different problems to contend with 


in connection with traffic regulation, some of these problems 
being peculiar to the community in which they exist. 
It would 


be almost impossible, therefore, to have an ordinance uniform 
in every particular for all cities. The proposed ordinance recog- 
nizes this and is of an elastic nature except where major traf- 
fic maneuvers are involved. 


Something of the kind probably eventually will be adopted. 


There seems little chance, though, of early realization of such a 
hope. 
The states have made slow progress in adopting uni- 


form motor laws, and it hardly can be expected that the cities 
•will prove strikingly more progressive.

UNIFORM TRAFFIC LAWS 


THERE are obvious advantages, not to say needed ones, in the 
* 
proposed model municipal traffic ordinance approved by a 


conference on street and highway traffic held in Washington. 


By substituting uniform regulations for the present widely 


varying laws encountered on any extensive journey such a law 
would be of help not only to the motorist in avoiding violations 
because of ignorance but there is reasonable ground to believe 
that it would prove important in preventing accidents—the 
main purpose of all traffic laws. 


Different cities have different problems to contend with 


in connection with traffic regulation, some of these problems 
being peculiar to the community in which they exist. It would 
be almost impossible, therefore; to have an ordinance uniform 
in every particular for all cities. The proposed ordinance recog- 
nizes this and is of an elastic nature except where major traf- 
fic maneuvers are involved.

UNIFORM TRAFFIC LAWS 
T 
HERE are obvious advantages, not to say needed ones, in the 
proposed model municipal traffic ordinance approved by a 
conference on street and highway traffic held in Washington. 
By substituting uniform regulations for the present widely 
varying laws encountered on any extensive journey such a law 
would be of help not only to the motorist in avoiding violations 
because of ignorance but there is reasonable ground to believe 
that it would prove important in preventing accidents— the 
main purpose of all traffic laws. 
Different cities have different problems to contend with 
in connection with traffic regulation, some of these problems 
being peculiar to the community in which they exist. 
It would 
be almost impossible, therefore, to have an ordinance uniform 
in every particular for all cities. 
The proposed ordinance recog­ 
nizes this and is of an elastic nature except where major tral- 
fic maneuvers are involved. 
Something of the kind probably eventually will be adopted. 
There seems little chance, though, of early realization of such a 
hope. 
The states have made slow progress in adopting uni­ 
form motor laws, and it hardly can be expected that the cities 
will prove strikingly more progressive.

Congress has adjourned, but members of th at body are not feel­ 
ing precisely like schoolboys on a holiday. They have gone back to their 
districts to get their fences in repair for the fall election. 
While they were in W ashington the president and the Brain Trust 
did their thinking for them, but now they will have to do a little on their 
own account. In the opinion of Mr. Snell this congress will go Into the 
records as the most dominated rubber stamp body in history. 
W hat troubles the individual member is the reaction of his con­ 
stituents to what has been going on in Washington. They may want to 
know what part he took In piling up the most stupendous national debt 
the country has ever known in peace times. They may ask if he voted 
to Impose greater taxes on the people^ If he is a Democrat probably he 
will blame It all on the president a n a try to get back to W ashington by 
hanging to the coat tails of Mr. Rolsevelt. 
If he is a Republican he 
may Insist th at he did all he could to prevent the regimentation of busi­ 
ness and agriculture.

No c«ie can predict at this time, with any degree of accuracy, what 
will happen in November. Much will tiepend upon the trend of economic 
conditions in the interval. 
But aggressive campaigning by Republican 
candidates, with the active support of the revitalized National Commit­ 
tee under the leadership of Chairman Fletcher, could bring about a con­ 
siderable change In the political complexion of congress.

Haines, chief of the division. 
“The repeated visits made by rep­ 
resentatives of the D epartm ent of 
Health and the Insistance th a t reg­ 
ulations for the protection of the 
public be strictly complied with have 
resulted in the closing of m any of 
the 
less 
desirable 
establishm ents 
with a corresponding increase in 
business where sanitary control is 
evident. 
Eveidently the travelling public is 
being progressively educated to the 
value of proper hygienic rules and 
practices in the road side establish­ 
m ent.

TWENTY YEARS AGO; 
EUROPE 
IN 
TURMOIL

m onths ago H itler took 
power 
in 
G erm any and his brown shirts with 
unprecedented speed terrorized not 
only H itler’s domestic opponents in ­ 
to paralyzed impotence but threw 
all Europe into panic. 
T heir comrades in Austria equally 
fanatic followers of H itler, declared 
he was their chancellor, and set out 
to run Dollfuss out of 
office. 
It 
looked at first as though they would 
speedily succeed. Then Italy took a 
hand. 
Italy above everything else does 
not w ant the G erm an arm y on her 
northern border. Mussolini warned 
Hitler Italian troops would m arch 
into Austria if the 
Nazis 
seized 
power. 
Since th at day until this m onth 
Europe has never been certain from 
one night to another 
th at 
peace 
could be kept. W hat if a Nazi bomb, 
one of the hundreds th a t have ex­ 
ploded in Austria, should explode 
under Chancellor Dollfuss? Several 
attem pts were made on his life. 
Classic Example 
Austria was a classic example of 
the chances for another Sarajevo. 
She occupied in 1934 precisely the 
same position Serbia occupied 
in 
1914. In 1914 Austria w anted Serbia. 
Russia did not w ant Austria to have 
Serbia. Out of th at conflict came the 
last war. 
In 1934 G erm any wanted Austria. 
Italy did not w ant Germ any to have 
Austria. O ut of th a t conflict could 
have come another war. 
A Nazi putsch, 
an 
attem pt to 
seize by force the A ustrian govern­ 
m ent, has not been out of the ques­ 
tion until this m onth. Brown shirts 
in Vienna m eant black shirts on the 
Brenner, over the Alps, into Austria. 
Italian troops in Austria m eant th a t 
Jugoslavia would m arch also into 
Austria, to ward off the m enace of 
an Italian arm y using A ustria as a 
path to attack 
Jugoslavia. 
And 
w hat would G erm any do? 
O ut of 
such a situation only a m iracle could 
save Europe from a general war. 
B ut before th a t m iracle was re­ 
quired something very like another 
m iracle occurred. This m onth H it­ 
ler came to Venice, m et Mussolini 
for the first tim e and here the bosses 
of G erm any and Italy reached a 
“gentlem en 
dictators 
agreem ent”. 
In effect, H itler promised to respect 
the independence of Austria if M us­ 
solini would induce Dollfuss to rec­ 
ognize the Nazi party in Austria and 
give it a share in affairs. 
Success Not Certain. 
Ultim ate success of this agree­ 
m ent is not yet guaranteed. 
Here 
as elsewhere in Europe the efficacy 
of H itler’s promises and the suc­ 
cess of his policy depends on his 
ability to control his own followers. 
So far it appears fair to say th at 
Austria has for the tim e being been 
elim inated as the potential scene of 
a Sarajevo. 
Second most m enacing spot on this 
continent during the four m onths 
th a t have elapsed since the In tern a­ 
tional News Service surveyed the 
chances for war or peace this spring 
was the Saar. 
The Saar contained 
a.l the elem ents for a Sarajezo. Its 
people, now under the League of N a­ 
tions, votes in January, 1935, w heth-

er they w ant to rem ain under the 
league or return to G erm any or be­ 
come a part of France. 
Before H itler came to power 90 to 
99 per cent of the population would 
have voted for Germ any. Today the 
Catholics, Jews, Socialists and Com­ 
m unists in the Saar would lose by a 
return to Germ any. And 60 per cent 
of the Saar inhabitants are devout 
Catholics. The vote today will be a 
vote for or against Hitler. 
Can’t Lose Saar. 
But H itler could not afford to lose 
the Saar. 
His Nazis in the Saar 
staged a murderously bitter cam ­ 
paign. While it went on the League 
of Nations council had to arrange 
the term s of the plebiscite. 
Hitler 
insisted the Saar ought to be re­ 
turned to G erm any without a pleb­ 
iscite. 
He stuck out to the last moment. 
If he had m aintained his attitude 
until the plebiscite certainly only 
another m iracle could have saved 
the Saar from becoming another 
Sarajevo. For there are 800,000 in­ 
habitants in the Saar. 
There are 
1,000 policemen. 
There are 25,000 
young Nazis, ready for anything. 
The league governing commission 
would have had to call in French 
troops to help keep order. 
French 
troops m ight fire on Nazis. 
And if 
French troops killed G erm ans in the 
Saar, w hat wrould G erm any across 
the border do? 
Hitler Compromises. 
B ut H itler compromised at the 
11th hour. 
He agreed to the pleb­ 
iscite. 
Today its term s have been 
published, and although the cam ­ 
paign is proceeding with a maximum 
of bitterness, it is not a fraction so 
explosive as it would have been had 
Hitler let his followers in the Saar 
know th a t he wanted the Saar back 
w ithout voting for it. 
Again, to go down the list oi 
menaces th a t have been removed, 
the next was the Polish Corridor. 
H itler had come to power on a wave 
of m agnificent promises: To break 
the chains of Versailles, free G er­ 
many, make 
her 
once more the 
strongest power on the continent, 
and specifically and almost first of 
all, to restore the Polish Corridor to 
Germany. 
H itler’s followers, 
the 
boys 
in 
brown shirts, 
believed 
him. 
The 
Poles were not afraid th at Hitler 
would be so foolish as intentionally 
to provoke a war before Germ any 
i was rearm ed. They were afraid that 
H itler 
storm 
troops taking their 
S leader at his word, would do some- 
i thing to provoke a war, which H it- 
iler would not w ant but could not 
avoid. 
War Or Peace 
Poland visioned brown shirts raid ­ 
ing into the Corridor. She stationed 
tw o-thirds of her arm y within rifle 
ishot of the G erm an frontier. She 
j then sent her ambassador to Hitler 
and asked him 
“Do you w ant war or peace? 
Hitler replied, “peace.” He signed 
a ten year non-aggression pact with 
Poland. It is a ten year truce over 
the Corridor. Today as far as one 
can predict there seems to be no 
! chance of the Sarajevo in the Polish 
j Corridor. 
Identical conditions obtained in 
Danzig. 
Danzig 
was 
taken from 
Germ any to supply Poland with a 
!pact. It was put under the League 
of Nations. But Germ any has never 
abandoned the desire to retain D an­ 
zig and Danzig seemed even more 
likely th an the Corridor to explode 
into war. 
Its senate is elected by the peo­ 
ple. The people voted Nazi. The po­ 
lice force became H itlers followers 
and his brown shirts could do as 
they liked. Onee more Poland mob- 
i ilized her troops Teady to take D an- 
| zig the m oment H itler’s m en be- 
j gan to encroach on Polish rights. 
Declares For Peace 
Once more Hitler, faced with a 
i show-down, declared for peace. He 
sent his m an, the new president of 
! the Danzig senate, Ooctor H erm ann 
i Rauschning, 
to 
W arsaw. 
There 
Rauschning made friends with the 
Poles and today Danzig too is off 
the list of powder barrels. 
A year ago when H itler’s brown 
shirts wfere a t the height of their 
frenzy a t home, G erm any’s neigh­ 
bors were trem bling with the anxiety 
th at a Sarajevo m ight break forth 
at any one of these points. Today 
Austria, the Saar, the Polish Cor­ 
ridor, Danzig, have been at least to 
a considerable degree “pacified.’’ 
In each of these places the d an ­ 
ger of war became great because of 
Hitler. In each of them it became 
less because of Hitler. In each case 
when the m enace became im m in­ 
ent, H itler chose peace. 
Not because H itler is a pacifist. 
He has jailed every pacifist that 
could be identified in Germany. But 
H itler needs peace. 
The Nazis in G erm any 
at 
first 
imagined they could achieve all of 
their foreign political goals as rap ­ 
idly as they achieved their success 
a t home. 
They wanted all at once 
to rearm Germ any, seize the Polish 
Corridor, 
bring 
Danzig 
back into 
Germ any, Am algam ate Austria into 
the Reich, and get the Saar without 
a plebiscite. 
Today they are content to rearm. 
Perhaps th a t is enough.
